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SUBJECT: SOVIET MPA OPFICIALS COMMENT ON ARMS CONTROL ISSUES 

1. SUMMARY: DURING CALL BY POLCOUNS AND EMBOPP 

EEB 14, MPA INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATION DEPARTMENT CHIEF 
ISRAELYAN AND DEPUTY TIMERBAYEV COMMENTED ON PRESIDENT'S 
PRESS CONPERENCE REPERENCES TO ARMS CONTROL WHICH THEY 
SAID SOVIETS WERE SERIOUSLY STUDYING, AND ON TOPICS POR 
IMMEDIATE ATTENTION IN ARMS CONTROL PIELD. MOST SIGNIPICANT 
COMMENT WAS NEGATIVE REACTION TO PRESIDENT'S BILATERAL 
APPROACH TO CTB. END SUMMARY. 

2. ISRAELYAN AND TIMERBAYEV REVIEWED ARMS CONTROL TOPICS 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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IN GENERAL AND COMMENTED ON PRESIDENT CARTER'S EEB 8 
PRESS CONPERENCE. POLLOWING ARE SIGNIPICANT COMMENTS 
BY TOPIC. 

3. CTB: ISRAELYAN RECALLED THAT SECRETARY VANCE HAD 
ALREADY TALKED TO DOBRYNIN ABOUT CTB ISSUES AND LATTER HAD 
BEEN TOLD THAT ISSUE WAS UNDER STUDY IN USG AND THAT SOVIET 
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IDEAS WERE BEING SERIOUSLY CONSIDERED. ISRAEL YAN, 
THEREEORE, WAS MILDLY SURPRISED TO SEE TOPIC REEERRED TO 
BY PRESIDENT IN TERMS WHICH WERE SO DIFEERENT FROM THOSE 
DISCUSSED BY VANCE AND DOBRYNIN. HE CHARACTERIZED 
CARTER REMARKS AS "NOT A GOOD RESPONSE," BUT THEN 
QUALIFIED THIS BY STATING THAT HE REALIZED THAT PRESS 
CONEERENCE REMARKS WERE NOT NECESSARILY DEFINED POLICY 
STATEMENTS. BOTH ISRAELYAN AND TIMERBAYEV REPEATED 
SOVIET DESIRE TO CONDUCT CTB NEGOTIATIONS WITH ALL NUCLEAR 
POWERS. NONETHELESS, THEY STRESSED THAT ENTIRE TEXT OE 
PRESS CONEERENCE WAS RECEIVING SERIOUS ATTENTION IN 
MFA, IMPLYING CTB PARTS WERE ALSO. 

4. MDW: ISRAELYAN THOUGHT THAT HE DETECTED CONSIDERABLE 
CHANGE IN U.S. POSITION IN PAST SIX MONTHS ON ISSUE OE 

MDW. HE REFERRED TO U.S. PRESENTATION ON RADIOLOGICAL 
WEAPONS IN LAST CCD SESSION AND WILLINGNESS TO DISCUSS 
MDW ISSUES WITH SOVIETS BILATERALLY AND AT EXPERT LEVEL 
IN GENEVA. HOWEVER, HE WISHED TO POINT OUT THAT SOVIET 
POSITION WAS THAT PULL CONSIDERATION OP ISSUES IN 
CCD AND PARTICIPATION BY U.S. IN SUCH DISCUSSION WAS 
IN ORDER. HE SAID SOVIETS WOULD, OP COURSE, WELCOME 
PURTHER DISCUSSION AT EXPERT LEVEL IN GENEVA, BUT THAT 
CONCRETE WORK ON ISSUE IN CCD ALSO NEEDED. HE ASKED 
U.S. TO INFORM SOVIETS IP THEY WERE PREPARED TO DISCUSS 
MDW BILATERALLY AND IN CCD PORUM. 

5. CW: BOTH ISRAELYAN AND TIMERBAYEV EXPRESSED OPTIMISM 
ABOUT PROSPECTS POR CW IN CURRENT CCD SESSION, BUT 
CONPIDENTIAL 
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WISHED TO KNOW IF U.S. WOULD BE PREPARED TO DISCUSS 
ISSUE IN DETAIL IN GENEVA ON BASIS OP SOVIET PROPOSALS. 
TIMERBAYEV POINTED OUT GROMYKO'S "NEW SUGGESTION" AT 
UNGA FOR INSPECTION OF STOCKPILE DESTRUCTION AND ASKED 
RHETORICALLY IP U.S. MIGHT NOT BE PREPARED TO DISCUSS 
THIS ASPECT. 

6. LONDON CLUB: TIMERBAYEV (AFTER ISRAELYAN WAS PORCED 
TO LEAVE MEETING EARLY) SAID SOVIETS WERE MOST INTERESTED 
IN COMING MEETING OP NUCLEAR SUPPLIERS IN LONDON MARCH 24 
AND ASKED IP EMBASSY COULD STATE WHETHER U.S. WOULD BE 
PREPARED TO DISCUSS PULL FUEL SAPEGUARDS AT MEETING. 
EMBOPP RECALLED MOROKHOV'S QUESTION ON SAME SUBJECT IN 
JANUARY AND NEED FOR NEW OPFICIALS TO STUDY ISSUE 
(COMMENT: MOROKHOV QUESTIONED UTILITY OP MEETING IS 

U.S. WERE NOT PREPARED, BUT TIMERBAYEV DID NOT). TIMERBAYEV 
RESPONDED THAT SOVIETS WERE STILL AWAITING REPLY. 

7. WITH EXCEPTION OF ISRAEL Y AN'S QUALIPIED COMMENT ON 
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CTB, BOTH MEN RESISTED BEING DRAWN OUT ON ANY ASPECTS 
OE PRESIDENT'S PRESS CONEERENCE. ISRAELYAN AVOIDED 
COMMENT BY REMARKING THAT HIS PERSONAL VIEWS WOULD NOT 
BE IMPORTANT AND THAT IN ANY CASE, ALL ASPECTS OF PRESS 
CONEERENCE WERE BEING CAREFULLY STUDIED. 

8. COMMENT: WE REALIZE WASHINGTON'S NEED EOR TIME TO 
REVIEW THESE ISSUES AND POINTED THIS OUT TO OUR INTER- 
LOCUTORS. NEVERTHELESS WE WOULD APPRECIATE, IE POSSIBLE, 

EVEN INTERIM RESPONSE TO QUESTION POSED IN PARA 6.
